Cotton harvest almost complete at 98% har- 
vested, 83% a year ago. Trailer shortages causing 
problems Low Plains where most farmers picked part 
of the crop.

Flax poor growth, much of crop damaged 
by recent freezing weather. Lower Rio Grande Val- 
ley: Harvest of lettuce, cabbage and carrots con- 
tinued. Onions showed good growth, few acres have 
adverse effects from freeze. Laredo: Carrots and 
cabbage being harvested. Onions made satisfactory 
growth. San Antonio-Winter Garden: Onions made 
good growth. Spinach, cabbage and carrot harvest 
remained active. Potato seeding underway in Frio 
County. Knox-Haskell: Land preparation and fer- 
tilization for Irish potato crop underway. High 
Plains: Land preparation continued for summer veg- 
etables. Citrus harvest continued active. Some 
fruit reported losing weight due to freeze damage.

Farmers and ranchers 
took advantage of thaw to get caught up on some de- 
layed chores but winter returned in full force late 
week, Some early farm flock lambing may start next 
week, Care and feeding of livestock main activi- 
ties. Marketing of potatoes, apples, and dry on- 
ions from storage continued. 


VIRGINIA: Warmer and milder from midweek with 
some record daytime highs latter part. Averaged
